With the exercise of your faith, I wish to say a few words, perhaps not 
altogether in connection with what I have read, but as the Spirit shall 
dictate. I always feel very dependent: and humble when.I stand before 
and attempt to address a people that have been serving the Lord and, at 
least as a general thing, are worthy to be called Latter-day Saints, a 
people that have received a knowledge of the things of God, and are 
moving onward in the path of exaltation and glory to the fulness of their 
salvation. As I believe, when we come together as we have this beautiful 
morning, it becomes our privilege to receive instruction from those per- 
sons that address us, and if we do not the fault, generally, is in ourselves. 
It is our privilege as Latter-day Saints to seize upon those opportunities 
that are afforded us to make a proper preparation for the scenes that are 
before us and in which we may be called to act; and as.the difficulties 
which we have to meet shall increase upon us orbits and become harder 
to overcome, we need more strength in order to resist the temptations 
and to discharge the obligations that devolve upon us. I suppose it would 
be with Latter-day Saints generally as with me in regard to this point— 
that as we advance in years and come nearer to what we generally con- 
sider as the time of our departure into the other life we are more inclined 
to devote our thoughts and reflections upon those things that we antici- 
pate we may receive in the next life, the circumstances that may surround 
us there, and the proper preparation that we have made and are making 
to reach that which we anticipate. I know it is so with me. In my 85th 
year it naturally occurs to me that it is very well to take into considera- 
tion these matters, and deeply too; to reflect upon the past, to see whether 
we have improved the opportunities along the line of our travel, and been 
making the proper preparation ; and if we have not done this, to seek 
now to make amends with double diligence. We have a perfect right to 
understand something of what we muy receive in the other life. We have 
to suffer almost everything i in accomplishing the duties that are imposed 
upon us in moving along in this line that we have chosen. In the past, 
if we had time we might relate the various sacrifices the Latter-day Saints 
have been called to make; and if they did not make these sacrifices their 
own consciences would condemn them, because of the light which they 
had received and the knowledge they had of what they should do. It has 
proved very true with the Latter-day Saints what Jesus said on a certain 
occasion, when He compared the kingdom of God to a man seeking pearls. 
Having found one of very great value, he went and sold all that: he. pos- 
sessed that he might secure that pearl. Then again he compared it unto 
a man that found a treasure in a field, which, having found, he went and 
sold everything that he possessed in order that he might come in posses- 
sion of that treasure. That has been the case with the Latter-day Saints. 
We have been called to suffer and to sacrifice that which was. more 
dear to ourselves than our lives, and some have been called to sacrifice 
their mortal existence, having been placed in circumstances that they 


could not svoid suffering the lows of their lives. We are culled upon daily 
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to make sacrifices, The Lord requiring this at our hands, and we as s 
general thing having complied, it is our privilege to know something in 
regard to the future—what will be the result of this sacrifice, what will 
be the result of traveling upon this path. Indeed a Latter-day Saint can 
hardly sustain himself in the Church of God unless he does get some 
knowledge of this kind, that cannot be unfolded by common n me 
are no better than other people if this be not so. 

I have read something that is very peculiar lancom anthe promises 
that are made, and which I know will be fulfilled, if we on our part do our 


duty. I have not lived in this Church for about sixty-two years without 


finding out something. I devoted myself to be worthy to receive some- 
thing that no mortal man can receive except through the spirit and power 
of the Holy Ghost, and the Lord has shown me things and made me to 
understand them as clearly as the sun at noon-day in regard to what 
shall be the outcome of those Latter-day: Saints that are pinata to . 
callings. Jesussays: . 

“Hoe that receiveth me my F 

“And he that receiveth my Father, receiveth my Fathers kingdom, 
therefore all that my Father hath shall be given unto him“ 

This is in the Book of Doctrine and Covenants. Now, if it were in ‘the 
New Testament some people, though they might not understand it, would 
pass it as being true, because it was in the Bible. Well, I am just as sure 
of its truth as if it were found in the New Testament. And the New 
Testament bears us out in this doctrine. sens anid; as recorded in the 
Revelation of St. John: 

„To him that overcometh will I grant to sit with: me on e 
even as I also overcame, and am sat down with my Father in his throne.” 

There are many Scriptures bearing upon this point. I believe in this. 
I believe that we are the sons and daughters of God, and that He has 
bestowed upon us the capacity for infinite wisdom and knowledge, because 
He has given us a portion of Himself. We are told that we were made in 
His own image, and we find that there is a character of immortality in 
the soul of man. There is a spiritual organism within this tabernacle, and 
that spiritual organism has a divinity in itself, though Perhaps in an 
infantile state; but it has within itself the capability of improving and 
advancing, as the infant that receives sustenance from its mother. 
Though the infant may be very ignorant, yet there are possibilities in 
it that by passing through the various ordeals of childhood to maturity 
enable it to rise to a superiority that is perfectly marvellous, compared 
with its infantile ignorance. Why and how is it that this is accomplished? 
Because it possesses the susceptibilities and the capabilities of its father. 
So in regard to ourselves. There is a divinity within ourselves that is 
immortal and never dies. Thousands and thousands of years hence we 
will be ourselves, and nobody else, so far as our individuality is concerned. 
That never dies from all eternity to all eternity. Immortality never dies, 
and it is immortal. We are as children growing and increasing in knowl- 
edge and wisdom. Some men we read of, like Elijah; Elisha, Samuel, or 
Moses, great prophets, advanced themselves to: 
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and developed their immortal possibilities to an extent that is perfectly 
astonishing. And you and I will have to advance in this line mee 
control those things that the world cannot possibly do. 
As I read here, there was one thing that the disciples of the Savior did 
not acoomplish—they did not succeed in establishing that union of spirit 
and feeling that they ought to have had, and the Lord chastened them 
for it. The Lord requires that men should forgive one another, even 
seventy times seven. And even if the party does not ask forgiveness, we 
uro to forgive for a certain number of times. He that forgives not his 
brother, we ‘are told, there remaineth in him the greater sin—that is, he 
us to love our neighbor as we do ourselves—a pretty difficult matter under 
many cirewmstances; but we will have to reach that point of perfection, 
and we will reach it. Moses, through the divinity that was always with 
him, did some extraordinary things. The people of Israel had abused 
him in every condition. They continually went contrary to his counsel, 
and on a certain occasion they appointed a captain to take them back 
into Egyptian bondage. It was as much as he could possibly bear to-put 
up with their indignities. Finally the Lord became angry, His patience 
became ‘exhausted, and He made up His mind that He would destroy 
every one of them, except Moses, and He would take him and make him 
what he seopeshd to do with Israel—a mighty nation. There are very 
few in these days but would have jumped at that opportunity, to become 
as it were the starter of a new world, of a mighty and everlasting king - 
dom. That was proposed to Moses by the Lord. ‘Well; Moses had ‘édu- 
cated himself by the spirit of God that he was able to act in that way 
that he might save the house of Israel on that very extraordinary occa- 
sion. He called upon the Lord with mighty faith, and conversed with 
Him. He tried to explain to Him that it was not a good proposition at 
the least. He argued with Him as one man argues with another. How 
was he capable of doing this? Why, be had seen God ‘face to face; as 
some men ‘have seen Him in these latter days, and he knew that he could 
teason and talk with Him. He told the Lord that if He did what he pro- 
Israel the nations around would say that He had under - 
takten a task that He could not succeed in accomplishing. Well, the Lord 
changed His mind, so it reads, and did not that which He had intended 
to do. Now, whether the Lord had a disposition in this matter to try 
Moses, may be a question; but the distinct understanding with Moses was 


ta if He did not plead with the Lord all Israel would be destroyed: It 


was the divinity within Moses, brought up to such a high point, that 


enabled hin to do this. There was a divinity within Abraham also. No 


mortal man could have done what Abraham did taking up en Mount 
Moriah his only son as a sacrifice— except he were inspired and had a 
divinity within him to receive that inspiration. We read of these extra- 
ordinary manifestations in the lives of the prophets. We find men at the 
present day that never could have done what they have done, never could 
have wade the sacrifices they have, unless there had genes a 
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As to our receiving these wonderful things about which I have read to 
you, I am just as sure of it as I am that I am talking to you to-day. Al- 
though it seems marvelous, it is here so stated, and I know the Lord tells 
that which is true. When He gives comfort to His Saints in His promises, 
those promises when fulfilled are vastly greater than the words seem to: 
have indicated. President Woodruff could not have gone through the 
scenes that he has, and come out alive as He has, unless there had been a 
divinity within him—a part of God Himself—receiving and understanding. 
that divine Spirit that came to him, enabling him to accomplish what 
he has. Other men might be mentioned in the same way: Joseph Smith, 
the Prophet, with whom I. was intimately acquainted for years, as well as. 
I was with my brother, I know him to have been a man of integrity, a 
man devoted to the interests of humanity and to the requirements of Ged 
all the days in which he was permitted to live. There never was a nan 
that possessed a higher degree of integrity and more devotedness to the 
interest of mankind than the Prophet Joseph Smith. J can gay this from: 
a personal. acquaintance with him.

to the. Lord our Ged. Be prepared to do these things that have been 
taught us during this Conference, and make ourselves worthy, and we: 
will receive everything that I have read to you in this section. We have. 
not time to explain these things. We bear our testimony. in regard to, 
what we know, and what God has done for ws, and whet we: hope to do 
with His assistance, and leave it in that way.

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PERSECUTION. 


Tae weit: of the Lava om been making en progress sof late in 
the City of Bristol and an active though not very large branch has been 
raised up in that locality. The adversary of men's souls, however, is never 
content when the latter are being led into the narrow way ‘‘which leadeth 
unto life,” and altogether too frequently nee his satanic Are 
in deeds of violence and persecution. 

The following extract from a letter just recsived from President Herbert 
L. James of the Bristol Conference under date of October 10, 1898, is an- 
other exemplification of the truthfulness of the adage — says, “Perse- 
cution is the heritage of the Saints“? 3 

Four very natural question, ‘Why on earth don’t you quit ging: to 
the Horse fair?’ was answered in my last I think. It was not obstinacy 
on my part (although I did not like the idea of being driven from there) 
but because I knew there were good, honest, fair-minded men coming 
there to hear our doctrines—we had the Bread of Life, they were hungry 
for itor at least willing to be fed; that was their camping ground every 
evening and we knew not where else to find them, they would not come 
to our hall so we went to them. The mob was not waiting there every 
night for us; we always hoped we should not find them there, but when 
not there on our arrival they had ‘spotters’ there who summoned them 
about the time the first speaker would finish. I told the boys last week 
we must find five or six places about the city and dodge about 80 they will 
not know where to find us. 

I felt satisfied if they succeeded in running us off the Horse tair, they 
would next make a determined effort to break up our Thursday night 
meetings, that is another reason why I did not like to give up. And sure 
enough last Thursday reached a climax—at least I hope it was the climax, — 
for they cannot do more than they did then without seriously injuring 
some one or more. I felt sadly depressed all day, and most of us expected 
troublous times at night. Asa precaution we notified the police that we 
expected to need their assistance. The mob came early and I stationed 
Bro. Dansie as special door-keeper, being of heavier build than any of us 
except Bro. Wood, and he is too quick-tempered for such a trying ordeal. 
They tried to push past him once when he let a friend in, so I locked the 
door on the inside after sending a special messenger to the nearest police 
station. I did not like to shut him out with them, but Bro. Knight had 
held the same position two weeks previously and was not touched, and it 
was necessary to have someone to watch them. I stood with my ear 
against the door, while Bro. Pike preached to our audience of twenty-five 
or thirty ladies and four men, besides the four Elders, ready at the first 
sound of blows or a call from Bro. Dansie to open the door and go to his 
assistance, or rather draw the mob off him by giving them the chance to 
rush into the hall. It was fully half an hour before an officer arrived, 
and during this time the mob tried their worst to get Bro. Dansie to 
strike the first blow, by personal abuse, cursing and Swearing; one of them 
even taking him by the throat and daring him to strike, * 
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him away from the door while some of them took a running kick at it, 
and certainly would have burst it in if we had not braced it with a couple 
of benches reaching to the opposite wall. Things looked pretty serious 
there for a while; being alone on the Horse fair was a pic-nic compared 
with the responsibility of all those women in my charge and that howling 
mob outside the door trying to burst itin. But they stood it very calmly 
and patiently. How thankful [ was the two Sisters—Brimhall and Knight 
—were visiting Cheltenham! At last the police came and cleared the 
stairway, but before they could work their way up through the mob that 
thronged the stairs, the leaders and kickers (at the door) worked their 
way out, so no arrests were made! Putting out the lights and descending 
to the street, we found a mob of about 300 (many of whom were drawn 
there out of curiosity of course) waiting to receive us. Three policemen 
fought our way through them to a cab which had been called and stood 
only ten steps from the door, but in going that distance Bro. Dansie got 
three severe kicks, and would have been dragged to the ground had he 
not thrown his arm around Bro. Pike’s uncle and caught the cab door 
with his other hand. You probably know what is the usual fate of a 
man when he once gets under the feet of an infuriated British mob 
‘armed’ with hob-nailed boots. I was right alongside of Bro. Dansie awe 
they did not touch me. 

“They had it in for him, because he kept the door and refused them 
admittance. He told me afterwards he was glad I had locked the door 
inside so he could tell them he could not let them in. 

„I supposed Bro. Pike was coming in the cab with us and called to him 
to do so, but after helping Bro. Dansie in he slammed the door shut and 
the cabby drove off. If we had not had a quick horse, the driver said, we 
should not have got away, for some of the mob grabbed the bridle, but 
at the touch of the whip the ‘horse jumped clear of them. Elders Wood 
and Webb said they would remain in the hall until the crowd had left 
and then go home, so I left them the key to lock themselves in. Bro. Pike 
and his uncle took a tram, but in walking a few rods to the track, they had 
their hats knocked off, gravel thrown at them, and their coats nearly torn 
off their backs, with three officers to begin with, and five by the time they 
reached the tram, to defend them. His uncle had to talk pretty straight 
to the officers to line up and do their duty before they would draw their

THE GOSPEL IN ANCIENT BRITAIN.

CHAPTER VIII. 


Kine Lucius —His to Rome—Its REsvLts —Tue Inrropuction 
oF CHRISTIANITY INTO ScoTnanD—Kine DonaLD. 


THE progress made by Christianity in Britain after its first introduction 
is largely a matter of conjecture. : No authentic records exist in relation 
thereto. The question is complicated by the action of Lucius, one of the 
British kings tributary to the Romans, who about A. D. 156,* sent to the 
bishop of Rome for information regarding the Christian religion. It is 
argued by some if the Gospel were already preached in Britain, what 
need was there to thus send to Rome: The whole matter is submitted 
by one writer as follows: 

“Another claim made upon this subject i is founded upon the legend of 
King Lucius. It is alleged that this Lucius was the grand-son of Cyllin, 
the son of Caractacus, (Caradoc) and known to the Cymry as Leurwg of 
Lleufr Mawr, (Great Light, Lucius,)t and as one of the subordinate kings, 
under the Romans, of one of the western states in Britain. He built a 
church at Llandaff, f which is said to have been the first edifice ever erected 


There is considerable confusion over the exact date when Lucius sent his embassy to 
Rome. The earliest given is A. D. 156, the latest A. D. 181. Dugdale gives A. D. 180. 
From the many differences in detail it is possible that he sent messengers to Rome on two 
separate occasions. 

+ If Locius was, as represented, the great grandson of Caradco, hia conduct in sending 
to Rome is the more remarkable, as his subjects, the Silures, were the people to whom 
Bran first carried the Gospel, and in whose midst its doctrines were first established. 

¢ Llandaff.— The smallest British city, situated on the Taff in Glamorgan, South 
Wales: a mere of Cardiff. Llandaff is said to be the oldest episcopal see in 
Great Britain. Cathedral is a small building, representing in its construction all the 
stages of medieval architecture. It has been thoroughly restored in the present century. 
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in Britain for the special purpose of Christian worship. It. is said: that 

this king, about 170 A. D., corresponded: with Eleutberius, bishop of Rome, 
upon his Christian conviction and wishes, and to have received letters 

and missionaries in réturn, by whom he and his people were brought 
into the church as members and baptized. This correspondence and con- 
version are very probably true; but the correspondence has been so repre- 

sented and enlarged by monkish age that it has unjustly thrown A 

credit over the whole affair. 

“It is said by reliable authors,* ‘It. extremely 
during the reign of Marcus Aurelius, , Antoninus and Commodus, f a 
native Briton, named Lucius, reigned, by the permission of the Romans, 
over his part of the oountry; that hearing much of the Christian religion, 
as observed in many parts of Britain, and particularly brought to his 
notice by the accounts.of the sufferings of the Christians at Vienne§ and 
Lyons,|| and some remarkable conversions at, Rome, Lucius was anxious 
to obtain for himself and his people the advantage of being fully in- 
structed in this religion; that, for this purpose, he dispatched two British 
Christians, Medwy and Elvan, or Elfan, to Eleutherius, bishop of Rome— | 
not because he regarded that bishop as the supreme head of the Christian 
community, but simply because he himself, being tributary to the Romans, 
naturally looked up to Rome as the centre of information upon every 
question of importance; that Eleutherius, in compliance with the request 
of Lucius, sent back with Elvan and Medwy two ecclesiastics, to whom 
tradition has assigned the names of Faganus and Duvianus, who, coming 
into Britain, baptised King Lacius and many of his. subjects, and thus 
enlarged and more fully confirmed that Christian faith which bad been 
introduced into different. the Island for one 
years.” 

“Coillus had but one son, named Lucius, who, the: 
after his father’s decease, imitated all his acts of goodness, and seemed 6 
his people to be no other than Ooillus himself revived. As he had made 
so good a beginning, be was willing to make a better end: for which pur -

being inflamed with an ardent love for the true faith, he obtained the 
accomplishment of his pious request. For that holy pope, upon receipt 
of this devout petition sent him two most religious doctors Faganus and 
Duvanus, who, after they had “preached concerning the incarnation of the 
Word of ‘God, administered baptiem to him, and made him a proselyts to 
the Christian faith.’ Immediately upon this, people from all countries 
assembling together, followed the kings example, and being washed in 
the same hely laver were made partakers of the kingdom of heaven. 
The holy doctors, after they had almost extinguished paganism over the 
whole island, dedicated the temples, that had been founded in honor of 
many gods, to the one only God and his saints, and filled them with ‘con- 
gregations of Christians. . . . . At last, when they had made an 
entire reformation here, the two prelates returned to Rome, and desired 
the pope to confirm what they had done. ‘As‘soon as they had ‘obtained — 
a confirmation, they returned ‘again to Britain, ‘accompanied with many 
others, by whose doctrines the British nation was in a short time strength- 
ened in the faith. Their names and acts‘ are recorded in a book which 
Gildas wrote concerning the victory of Aurelius Ambrosius;* and what is

That King Lucius sent Eluauus and Medivinus to Eleutherius, ‘the _

The doubts that have arisen with 3 to dein grow r a: of 
155 ornamentation that has been added to the original narrative by 
monkish writers. One very ancient manusoript has been found among 
the authentic records and constitutions of the City of London,” which 
claims to be the letter sent by Eleutherius to Lucius “in answer to the 
petition of the king and the nobility of the kingdom of Britain. How 
ever ancient it may be it is evidently a forgery, and could not have been 
written earlier than two centuries after Lucius lived. Again this letter 
was unknown to all English historians until about a thousand years after 
Eleutherius died, and where it was first discovered still remains an uncer- 
tainty. 

Mr. Toewell al the Welsh — of Lucius, which represents the 
incidents in a slightly different manner. He says: 

“The Welsh Triads state, that Luerwg was the grandson of Cyllin and 
was called Lleufer Mawr,’ or the Great Luminary, which probably was 
an epithet bestowed upon him ata later period, in consideration of his 
having promoted the cause of Christianity. He was a Silurian chieftain, 
his patrimonial territory comprehending what now goes by the joint 
names of Gwent and Morganwg (Glamorganshire); and was permitted by 
the Romans to exercise the authority of a British regulus in his own 
dominions. If the Welsh computation be correct, he must have flourished 
about the middle of the second century, in the reign of one of the two 
Antonines, whose edicts in favor of the Christians would give him the 
opportunity of promoting the new religion. One Triad states, that he 
was the person ‘who erected the first church at Llandaff, which was the 
first in the isle of Britain; and he bestowed the freedom of country and 
nation, with the privilege of judgment and surety, upon those who might 
be of the faith of Christ.’”

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Rome * spiritual instruetion, upon which four persons, named Dyfan, 
Ffagan, Med wy, and Elfan, were sent him by Eleutherius, bishop of that 
see. This is all the account the Welsh authorities give, respecting a per- 
son about whom. so much has been written. under the name of Lucius, or 
Lles ab Coel. These authorities make no mention of the epistle of Eleu- - 
therius. There are, however, local indications in the neighborhood of 
Llandaff, which support the belief of the existence of Lleurwg, Dyfan, 
Ffagan, and Medwy four churches having been named after them. That 
Llandaff was one of the oldest churches in this country is not improbable, 
from ite having been selected as the seat of a bishopric.” . . . The 
traditionary accounts.of this. period must- however be received with some 
caution, although many of them may contain the outlines of truth. It 
has been asserted, that under the reign of Lucius many Pagan temples 
were converted into Christian.churches;. particularly that dedicated to 
Diana, now St. Paul's London—and another consecrated to Apollo, now 
Westminster Abbey. St. Peter's Cornhill, was the seat of the first bishop, 
Theanus, A. D. 179, to the building of which, Ciran, one of Lucius’ cour- 
tiers, is said to have largely contributed. Leland states, that Lucius built 
a chapel dedicated to our Savior in Dover Castle; and Radulphus de 
Diceto, that he built the church in the neighborhood of Canterbury, 
afterwards called St. Martin's. From other accounts we learn, that he 
built a church and endowed a college of Christian philosophers at Bangor, 
also a church dedicated to the Blessed Virgin at Glastonbury, where 
Faganus and Duvianus resided, A. D. 187. And lastly, a church and 
monastery at Winchester, which he endowed with large revenues.” | 

As usual, Mr. Morgan gives a more elaborate account of these events 
than doother modern authors; but in this case his statement appears the 
more reasonable and does not present the difficulties which ‘those of 
Geoffrey of Monmouth and others do. He write: 

Christianity meanwhile on the Continent and Druidism in Britain 
continued to be proscribed. by the Roman government with the same re- 
lentless animosity. Hence arose between them the sympathy of common 
suffering. The gradual expulsion of the latter by a combination of causes 
beyond the Forth, left a free field for the evangelists of Christ; and the 
national will in Britais soon decreed a reformation in religion more com- 
plete and unselfish than that of the sixteenth century. Coelus, or Coel, 
the son of St. Cyllinus, the elder son of Caractacus, succeeded his uncle 
Marius, and dying left one son, Llurwg, or Lucius, who ascended the 
throne in his eighteenth year, A. D. 125. He had been educated at Rome, 
by his uncle St. Timotheus, the son of Claudia, and grandson of Caracta- 
cus. In A. D. 155, finding the British? people prepared to support him, 
at a national council at Winchester, he established Christianity as the 
national religion instead of Druidism. He and such of his nobility as 
had not previously taken upon them the vows of Christian responsibility | 
were publicly baptized by Timotheus. The Christian ministry were 

thus inducted into all the rights of the Druidic hierarchy. The Gor- 
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
